Your editor this week had the 
opportunity of visiting many 
fields which were laid low by the 
storm and certainly the damage 
is not over-estimated, 

At the same time we have been 
told on reliable authority that a 
number of the generators in the 
west and north-west areas were 
not on till near 3 o'clock p.m. 
by which time the storm had 
started its easterly move. The 
questions being asked are: “Does 
this mean anything so far ag the 

protection is concerned in this 
particular storm? 
Opinions Varied 

Many, varied and wide are the 
opinions expressed by farmer's jin the 
“protected” area; some say “it may’ 
have been worse"; others say “it was 
a gamble and not worth it” while 
yet others are ready to go back 
again, believing that this year was 
one of the worst on record for hail 
in all western provinces. 

To ‘many, one year a short 
time to prove anything and some 
records indicate we are not as bad 
off as many, 

To clarify the situation some 
and to understand the picture 
fully we asked Stanley J. Sifer- 
man, meteorologist with the 
W.R.D.C. Modification Corp. Ltd. 
to issue a statement on the gen- 
eral situation and the following 
is the release, 

“Officials of the Canadian Un- 
derwriters’ Asociation have stated 
that the rate of hail incidence has 
reached an all time high in most 
of the Prarie Provinces, and this is 
likely true in the neighboring bor- 
der states to the south. Ths infor- 
mation does not come as any par- 
ticular surprise to many of the resi- 
dents of the municipalities of Mt.

that considerable damage has oc- 
curred within the defended area 
this year, Although jt is small con-

“Remembering that we are living | 
in @ district with one of the great- 
est rates of hail incidence hail dam- | 
aged farmers must try to look be- | 
yond their own property, and look 
at the entire district between Ed- 
monton and Lethbridgee. There 
are definite indications that the 
hail suppression area has less dam-

This is 
still hai! suppression, and that is 
what should be looked for, and it 
should be looked for over the dis- 
trict as «a whole, rather than in 
spots.

‘7) Soft hail is not a definite 
indication that hail suppression 
works, Soft hail can, and does oc- 
cur without artificial nueliation, A 
hail suppression operation is aimed 
at reducing the length and width 
of the damage. If soft hail ocours, it 
may be a result of the seeding, and 
it may not be. In the same way, 
hard hail is not an indication that | 
the cloud cell producing the hail | 
has not been seeded.”

Hospital Loans 
Ratified by M.D. 


Application for nearly $150,000 
in hospital loans through the Al- 
berta Municipal Financing Corpora- 
form by the M.D, of Mountain 
tion have been approved in by-law 
View at thelr regular meeting on 
August 17th. 

The loans, $72 600 for Didsbury 
and $77,200 for Olds were voted on 
by the ratepayers of the two dis- 
tricts Over a year ago and since that 
time constructon of the new wings 
to each hospital have been com- 
pleted. Over all costs of constructi- 
on rose sharply after estimates had 
been prepared and the loan figures 
vepresent Mountain View's share of 
the loans. 

Under a new hospital borrowing 
act created by the last legislature, 
hospitals may now borrow from the 
Alberta Municipal Financing Cor- 
poration by having their respective 
municipal districts in which the 
hospital area les, approve the plan 
and arrange their share of the bor- 
rowing.
